Seuntor t-> 9nrreiiil*-r Control of 
Uie Cbollnr and 1'otosl Mines. 


Alvinza Hayward and W. S. Hobart 


have" been quietly at work for some 
time buying up the stock of the Chollar 
and Pol^osi mines, and have at last se- 
cured a sufficient amount of the stock 
to entitle them to the control. It is 
said they now own more than two- 
thirds of the stock in each of the mines 
named, which, under the laws of Cali- 
fornia, entitles tliem to the immediate 
and unconditional possession and con- 
trol of the property. la view of this 
fact Hayward & Hobart made a demand 
upon Sharon several days ago for a 
surrender of the property, and it is 
said Sharon asked and was granted a 
•week's time before givingup possession, 
on account of his case in Judge Sulli- 
van's Court. It is reported that Isaac 
L. Kecrun, who has loug been the Su- 
perintendent of these mines, will resign, 
and that Lou Hamilton is the man who 
is most likely to succeed him. It is not 
known what has induced Hobart and 
Hayward to buy up such a large quau» 
tity of CholUr rind Potosi shares. There 
is a good milling proposition in the 
upper levels of the mines, which they 
may be after, but tha contents of the 
lower levels remain a mystery. 
The 


concentration of these stocks has made 
them very scarce in the offices of the 
brokers.

Theso figures would be perfectly ap- 
palling i£ they were true, but they are 
not, nor iiowhero near it. The cost of 
the State Government at present does 
not amount to $275,000. And what is 
wanted is to get the cost down to about 
$200,000 or $175,000. 


The Carson correspondent of 
the 


Lyon County Times is not as well in- 
formed as he might be, claiming that 
the publication of the Coffin divorce 
item was prematurely published in the 
JOUBNAL to gratify a personal spite, and 
asserting that the Carson papers ab- 
stained from publishing the matter until 
it was brought into Court. The JOUB- 
NAL had no spite to gratify in giving 
publicity to the matter, iior did it say 
anything about it until after the com- 
plaint had been filed in the Court at 
Carson, the date of filing being the 30th 
o£ August. 


Thero 18 not a man in Washoe county 


who is better qualified to represent this 
people in the Senate than H. L. Fish, 
the Republican nominee. He possesses 
all the requisites of a first-class legisla- 
tor, und can talk as well as act. He is 
apt and quick, and all matters of re- 
trenchment and reform will be his es- 
pecial aim and study. The Democrats 
have not a man iu their party in this 
couuty who can do as much and do it as 


1 well as Fish. Every Kepviblican should 


take pride in advocating his claims, and 
every Democrat who wants Washoe 
creditably represented in the Legisla- 
ture should make it a point to vote for 
Fish. 


A Washington dispatch says already 


a great deal of speculation is being in- 
dulged in regarding the successor ol 
Folger, but so far but one name, that 
of Kichard Crowley, of New York, has 
been mentioned in connection with the 
vacant Cabinet position, though there 
is some talk of Assistant Secretary 
Coon being given the place by promo- 
tion. Those who talk of the promotion 
of Coon say that the President, having 
no political debts to pay and nothing to 
accomplish by a reorganization of hist 
Cabinet, will be very likely to seize 
this opportunity to erowu his adminis 
tration by the unparalleled example o 
civil service reform in the promotion o 
a subordinate official who has shown t 
capacity to perform the duties of th 
office. 
If the President Should decid 


to fill the office by promotion, which 
none but a fewciril service reformer 
think likely, Assistant Secretary French 
would be as likely to receive the ap 
pointmont as Coon. It is said, how- 
ever, that the President is not particu- 
larly friendly to French, and that Coon 
having filled the office so satisfactorily 
during Folger's absence it would be to 
his advantage. The general impression 
among officials and politicians is that 
Arthur will select for the place som« 
gentleman of ability, perhaps some per- 
sonal friend from New York, who will 
be willing to accept the Treasury port- 
folio for six months, mostly for the 
honor in it. The general belief is that 
very few politicians would care about 
accepting the place, knowing the term 
of office would certainly end next March. 
It ia not thought likely that the Presi- 
dent will be in any hurry in making 
the appointment. Assistant Secretary 
Coon will continue to act as Secretary, 
and if no appointment is made by the 
end of ten days he can be designated to 
act for ten days longer.

Increase of tlie Mnle Sex In tne 


United St»te«t. 


One of the curious facts brought out 


by tho census of 1880 was the'inoreasing 
ratio of males to females in the United 
States as a whole. In 1870 the native 
females were in excess of the males to 
the number of 17,598; in 1880 the native 
males exceeded the native females 300,- 
668. In the same period the excess of 
foreign-born malos had increased from 
446,667 to 581,189. This means that 
among 
the 
foreign-born 
population 


there were in 1870 117 males to 100 
females, aud in 1880 slightly more than 
1119 
males 
to 
100 females; while 


whereas in 1870 there were iu the coun- 
try more than 1,001 native-born females 
for 1,000 males, there were in 
1880 


about 1,014 males 
to 
every 
1,000 


females. The chart published by the 
Bureau of Education brings this out 
fully, showing that not only did the ex- 
cess of females over males increase 
during the docade iu those States in 
which males are in excess, but that in 
most of those States which have a pre- 
ponderenco of females the difference in 
numbers was diminishing during the 
same period by the increase] of the 
males. Thus the excess of white females 
over white males diminished in North 
Carolina 
from 27,000 to 17,000; in 


South Carolina from 8,000 to 6,000; iu 
Georgia from 17,000 to 9,000, and in 
Alabama from 11,000 to 7,000. 
Ten- 


nessee converted during the decade an 
excess of 3,000 females into one of 4,- 
000 males. 
Some of tho States and 


Territories which most largely increased 
their excess of white males were Colo- 
rajo, 10,000 to 63,000; Texas, 29,000 
to 84,000; Dakota, 4,000 to 20,000; 
Kansas, 40,000 to 76,000; Nebraska, 
18,000 to 46,000; and Arizona, 4,0000 
to 14,000. 
Utah, spite of Mormonism, 


has an increasing excess of males, a 
factor which, if it continues, will in 
time put a practical end to polygamy. 
In Pennsylvania the excess of white 
females ovor white males has increased, 
as it has also in New York, Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Now Jersey.
